Well, most of the walls I ran into when putting in alarm 
systems and hidden cameras, etc, were gypsum board 

and the supports were 2 x 4 galvanized, some walls that 

had the stucco finish also had a steel screen mesh to hold 
the material. Not good for antennas. Do you have a 

large picture window? If so, run it around the window as 

a loop - leave the far end open - feed it as an endfed, and 
keep it about an inch or two from the frame. Oh, and 
preferably without any type of outside screen. If the window 
is into two sections with a frame in the middle, use scotch 
type tape for insulation across the center and continue the 
run to the second window. If the end fed attempt does not 
work, continue the foil back to your coax or feeder and 
complete the loop and try again. The main thing is to get 
it away from the wall and onto the glass.

> I am convinced that all of those "High Speed OPs" (30 WPM and Up) were 
> the fortunate ones who were either blessed with natural talents toward > CW or 
else they were Taught by Koch and his Followers. 


While I don't consider myself a true "High Speed Op" I 
have made it to around 50 wpm when I was doing a lot of 
contesting. 


Here is how I learned way back in 51. (Got my ticket in 
Jan of 52). 


Two friends at high school, W6KHK and W6DPL wrote out the 
code like this: 


A .- 
Bo Seg 


and so on. 


I took this and listened to 80m CW in the then new novice 
band. There was no BFO so all I heard was a "hissing" 
sound. I was up to about 10 wpm before I found out how to 
get a tone! 


I do NOT recommend that as a way for anyone to learn. 
BUT.... if you did learn this way you can still improve 
your CW. 


DXing helps but the real thing that got my speed up there 
was contesting. 


Just look over the contests and try to spend every hour 
you can in as many contests as you can. I am talking about 
the major contests where the code speeds are well above 
your ability. 


Try to work as many hours as the rules allow. In many of 
the 48 hour contests you can work all 48 hours! WPX lets 
a single op work 36 of the 48 hours. But whatever you can 
do, DO. 


I used to take a yearly planner and mark all the contests 
that I planned to make a true entry in. Carol would go 
over this with me and we would work out any problems well 
before contest time. Some were NOT negotiable while 
others were. 


The "MAGIC" formula for improving your CW is really very 
Simple.... more time spent on the air doing CW faster than 
you can copy 100% means the sooner you will achieve your 
goal. 


Geeeeessssh..... I'm starting to sound like a broken 
record! :-) 


If you are just learning, learn it FAST, not slow. 5 wpm 
CW has caused more people to drop CW than any other single 
thing IMHO. 


OK, back in my hole....

"For valve receivers a breakthrough was the appearance of the 
beam-deflection mixer (7360, 6JH8) which can be used in 
unbalanced of balanced arrangement as a switching-type mixer, 
with a noise performance that makes it suitable for use as the 
first stage on an HF receiver. As for all switching mixers 
there is a requirement for appreciable oscillator power. The 
7360 can provide exceptional performance in its ability to 
handle input signals of the order of 2.5 V, with conversion 
gain of 20 dB and noise figure of only 5 dB." 


[p. 4.24] 

"Among semiconductor devices, the trend has been towards the 

use of Schottky (hot-carrier) diodes in the diode ring double- 
balanced configuration using wide-band ferrite toroid transformers; 
such an arrangement can have a dynamic range of over 100 dB with 

a noise figure of 6.5 to 7 dB, but has a conversion loss of about 
5 to 6 dB; it can cope with signals of up to about 300 to 500 mV." 


I don't know whether the 6JH8 compares in performance with the 7360 
but the latter apparently is/was pretty hot as a receiver front end. 
The above comments are 26 years old. I don't know how relevant they 
are today.

>Tuning was accomplished by first measuring the resonant freq of the 

antenna and 

>then deciding if I needed to add more turns to the loading coil or shorten 
the 

>free ends of it. I was always fairly close because I used my HP programmable 
>calculator & had written a program that not only calculated the amount of 
>inductance needed but also the number of turns on the loading coil. The 
program 

>was accurate with in about 1-2 turns on the loading coil. 


Is your program available to others? Which calculator model? I have an old 
HP-48S that I use for loan calculations and as a simple RS-232 terminal. 
I've built loaded dipoles using the graph in the old ARRL Antenna Book to 
get a starting value on the inductance, but then I still had calculate the 
number of turns for the size of wire and form I was using. And there was 
still the hoist it - test it - drop it - prune it - hoist it... sequence to 
go through. (I didn't have an antenna analyzer.) 


>As I said earlier, I had several configurations. I found that longer versions 
>(about 20 ft long) worked better as I would suspect BUT they got in the 

way too 

>much. I finally settled on the fairly short 13 ft model which allowed my 

to get 

>in and out of the bathroom without doing the limbo. 


Have you looked at N5FC's travel antenna? It sounds similar to yours, 
although it uses end loading instead of center loading:

Hi Gang, 


You are invited to listen for weak signal beacon AA4XX/B Sunday, 
Feb 10th, from 20:00-02:00 UTC (3:00-9:00PM EST) on 10,140,000 hz. 


This beacon will be running slow speed CW, with 10 second dots and 30 
second dashes, commonly referred to as "QRSS10." 


Why-O-Why would anybody decide to use QRSS??? Good question. 


The concept behind QRSS is that if you repeatedly sample a narrow 
bandwidth over a long period of time, you stand a good chance of 
determining if there is really anything there or not. 


The purpose of the 30M experiments is to determine if QRSS is a viable 

weak signal mode on this band. So far, multipath signal distortion has 
proven to be a limiting factor, but partial copy down to the 10mW level 
has been received on the transAtlantic path between East Coast USA and 

Belgium with dipoles at both ends of the path. 


QRSS has been popular for some time with Earth-Moon-Earth experimenters 
and with LowFers. It has been stated that some of the longer QRSS modes 
like QRSS30, 60, or 120 allow reception of signals as far as 30db below 
the audible noise floor! The drawback is that if it takes you 30sec to 
send a dot and a whopping 90sec to send a dash, your data transmission 
rate is quite slow. For this reason QRSS tends to be classified as an 
experimental weak signal mode. 


ON5EX had visual and audible copy on the AA4XX beacon today while 
running 500mW into a ladderline fed 30M dipole. Tomorrow's test will 
take place at the 250mW level. 


The beacon consists of an S&S Engineering DDSVFO II which drives the tx 
strip in my Wilderness Sierra. The DDSVFO is in a temperature 
controlled chamber to ensure good frequency stability. keying is done 
with ON7YD's "QRSS" tx program, which is available as freeware. 


In order to decode the QRSS beacon, you will need to download either 
Argo or Spectran from the following site: 


http: //www.qsl.net/padan/ 


These freeware programs are powerful DSP audio anaylzers, which use your 
computer's soundcard input. Simply patch your receiver's audio output 
to the mic or line input of your soundcard, and you're in business. In 
order to receive the AA4XX QRSS beacon, you will need to set your 
receiver's frequency 800 hz below the beacon frequency (i.e., 10,139.200 
khz). Then set either Argo or Spectran to receive on 800 hz. 


If you are not sure of your receiver's frequency calibration, you can 
use WWV on 10 Mhz as an excellent frequency reference. If your VFO is 
precisely calibrated, you will see WWV's carrier at 800hz on the Argo or 
Spectran screen if your vfo is set to 9999.200 khz. More than likely, 
you will see a frequency discrepancy, which will be indicative of a 
slight frequency offset. 


On my Drake R8B receiver, this offset was -40hz. As a result, WWV was 
appearing at 800 hz on my Argo screen when my VFO was set to 9999.160 
khz. I opted to note this negative offset and to mentally correct for 
this by setting my vfo 40 hz lower than my actual desired listening 
frequency. A more elegant option would be to use the calibrate feature 
these programs provide so you could set your receiver to 9999.200 khz 
and "calibrate out" the offset so WWV appears at 800hz. 


If your receiver drifts appreciably, you will have a tough time decoding 
the characters, as they will be "going diagonal" on you. If you can 
hold the drift down to 5hz/hour, you'll be OK. 


The beacon characters look like regular CW (slowly) scrolling across 
the screen from right to left. You'll need to experiment with your 
receiver's gain settings and the DSP program's gain settings to optimize 
the screen for best definition of the desired signal. Setting the mode 
to a faster speed (i.e., QRSS3) often helps when monitoring paths that 
produce multipath signal distortion. I would suggest that listeners try 
setting their mode to QRSS3 while listening for the AA4XX QRSS10 
transmission. If you can see copy while running QRSS3, you can then 
switch to QRSS10 mode "on the fly" to observe the difference. 


These programs obviate the need for a frequency counter, as they enable 
the experimenter to determine frequency accuracy with 0.1 hz, and the 
programs are FREE! 


Please note that the German "Aurora" beacon DKOWCY on 10,144.0 Khz 
serves as a good propagation reference between Western EU and the US. 


This beacon starts appearing in NC around midafternoon, peaking around 
local sunset. The Aurora beacon runs 24/7 with 30W into a dipole. Ona 
really hot day it will peak RST 589, but it usually runs RST 339-569. 


ON5EX and AA4XX will continue to run QRSS tests throughout the coming 
months, and we would like to encourage our QRP brethern to forward any 
reception reports. Your comments and suggestions would also be 
welcomed.

In a very simple (but fun) modification to the NN1G Small Wonders Labs 
PSK-20 kit it now can operate above the PSK31 zone. 


The kit comes stock with a XTAL that covers 14.070mHz. But I enjoy all 
the soundcard digital modes and you can only operate PSK31 on that freq. 


So by adding a 5.078mHz XTAL and a switch to the board I can now cover 
14.080mHz as well. 


As of now I think my coverage is as follows. PSK31 zone, 14.068.3 - 
14.070.8 mHz. And the new XTAL gives me 14.080.4 - 14.084.3 mHz. 


I started out with a toggle switch on the case. But the additional 3 
inches of wire may have resulted in drift on PSK. So I found a really 
small switch from a defunct cordless phone and located the assembly 
right on top of the Y6 XTAL location on the board. 


To change XTALS I'll have to open the case, but in time I hope to find a 
better way. 


Today (Sunday) I'll be parked in my pickup truck looking for contacts 
with the 3 watt rig. 


Last night I made PSK31 and RTTY contacts with it.

I would think it depends on the stuff. 


Relatively low value stuff, or "commodity" stuff like very popular rigs, I 
would think would be a lot less hassle to sell at a hamfest. I expect out 
on the right coast there would be plenty of good hamfests. 


On the other hand, very unusual or specialized things I would expect to do 
better on the net. You've seen the amazing speed at which QRP stuff goes on 
this reflector, ditto for parts and homebrewing equipment. 


I think I would go to eBay for stuff that may have a high value to a very 
narrow audience. 


To some extent, I really think it depends on your own personal tolerance for 
hassle and the urgency you feel in getting rid of it, balanced against your 
need to get a reasonable return. At a hamfest, as the day gets long, you 
can start to rapidly cut the price and even give stuff away, if the main 
priority is to make space. That's a little messier on the net. On the net, 
you have this lower limit on price because you need to package and ship it. 
A big heavy item that might cost you 20 or 30 dollars to ship could end up 
in the scrap because it wasn't worth the price to anyone on the net, ata 
‘fest, you could still get a couple bucks for it and not have lost anything. 


On the other hand, on the net, most of the hassle comes after you've made 
the sale, getting payment, packaging it up, shipping, etc. At the hamfest, 
it's pretty much all ahead of time. Once you've loaded the stuff in the 
car, you don't want to load it again at the end of the day, so there's some 
pressure to give it away. 


So it all depends.... (doesn't it always?)

The know doesn't have to move in and out. Try a Yoke method. The design 
is up to you, but basically, one will have a yoke of a straight piece of 
metal, The slug will be fixed on one side of the yoke, a pseudo slug ( can 
be a piece of round dowel into a sleeve). Use a threaded stock in the 
middle of the "Yoke" the yoke is threaded and the threaded stock is fixed 
on one end, the other end is to the tuning knob. When the knob is twisted, 
the stock turns, the yoke moves but the knob doesn't.

Well, Bruce, a major difference, and I mean industrial-strength difference, 
between "normal" contesting or DXing and the Fox Hunts is that the Fox 
Hunting community all know and trust one another! 


We trust one another to run 5 watts, and if we spot an error in the log, we 
trust that the Fox will take our word on the correction, because he knows 


that we are as honest as he is. And I will guarantee you that no Fox log 
will ever contain the call of a station that was not actually worked. 


Life can be beautiful when people simply trust one another . 


I will agree that the Hunts are an activity unto themselves, unrelated to 
conventional contests. They are much more informal, sort of like a pick-up 
game of hoops in the gym among friends. We are not competing for any 
particular prize, other than our own goals, but with one another in the 
spirit of "I can do better with my 5 watts than you can with yours!" 


It's FUN, Bruce - and that is really all it is intended to be. 


If it should teach newcomers how to work better in complex pileup 
conditions, Hounds as well as the Foxii, then very good. That was the 
original intent of the Hunts, and they have brought many a 5 wpm Tech to a 
level where working a pileup with 200-300 competing stations with a Fox 
running 30 wpm no longer strikes fear into their hearts. 


But, remember that Fox Hunting, while teaching the required skills, is NOT 
a boot-camp for "real" contesting. I suspect that many if not most of the 
regular Hounds are NOT contesters in the usual sense and have no interest 
in the Sweepstakes or other such formal contests. 


And from what I know of the regular guys whose calls you hear in every 
Hunt, the usual profile of the avid "contester" is just not there. I doubt 
that many of our Hounds ever heard of the National Contest Journal, much 
less ever read an issue. 


Sorry you don't feel that you would enjoy the Hunts, Bruce, but they xarex 
fun and a real challenge. Even after 56 years of chasing DX with an 
intermittent fling at some of the real contests, I have found a challenge 
in the Fox Hunts, and related activities, that I never felt while formally 
"contesting."

I think they 
are a valid way to teach the ins and outs of contesting, but they should 
not be an end in themselves! 


Real contests abound, and the operators are very capable of maintaining 
QSO rates as high as 60 per minute and still recording it correctly in 
the log. If we are supposedly teaching the skills and art of 
contesting, we should too! In a real contest you don't have the 
opportunity to correct your log. You submit it ONCE! 


If you don't know whether you have made a contact in a real contest you 
don't enter it in your log, it might cost you points! This is why I 
object to repeated log corrections. You and I never know if the log is 
real or someone just cried enough to get his call in the log!

Interesting adventure. Even if you spent couple of days in the dark it 
keeps you out of the hotel bar! 


Some things I recommend for future adventures. Test everything at home 
where you don't have any time pressure! This will allow you to solve 
problems in relative comfort! It will also allow you to optimize your 
equipment. 


Second, short antennas have very low feedline impedances. This is true 
of any loaded antenna. The shorter you make it the lower the feedpoint 
impedance. You should carry a tuner to match it if you are going to be 
using shortened antennas. This is not as true of a trapped antenna 
because the traps do not shorten the antenna much. They really act a 
switches! Each section is resonate at the desired frequency and the 
sections merely add up! 


Third, you should only carry what you need, not the entire shop, unless 
you are going out to service electronics! It is lighter and simpler. 
IF you have done your homework you won't have to anyway!

I have not seen much written up in the way of testing. I do a fair amount 
of running around playing county hunting over here in the states. 


The general rule on antenna patterns is to mount on the center of the roof 
to get the most symmetric radiation pattern. Putting the antenna on the 
trunk, or the bumper thens to skew the pattern somewhat - that can be good 
if it gives you some gain in the direction you want it. 


You tend to seem most of the county hunters with some type of Hustler 
design for an antenna. Many times they have multiple coils mounted on the 
same base. The general wisdom is to get the antenna as high as you can, 
and to mount the coils as high as possible. I sat down once with our 
antenna expert and worked out some of the math. For 20 meters we came to 
the conclusion that a decent antenna with the coil mounted at the top was 
down about an s-unit from a full sized vertical. Drop the coil to the base 
of the antenna and you lose another s-unit. The Situation would be worst 
on 40 meters and better on 15 meters just because of how short the mobile 
whip must be. 


In general the Hamsticks and Outbackers are not highly regarded, not 
because they don't work but because there are better choices if you value 
how much RF you actually get out. But in truth the difference is not 
huge. I like to think that on 20 meters the choice between a bad antenna 
and a good one is about half an s-unit as you are almost never going to 
mount that could at the top of the whip in a mobile. I myself use the 
Outbacker around town just because it is easy to get on and off and does 
not need to be guyed. On a major trip I put on either a Hustler ora 
similar design antenna with both 40 and 20 meters mounted on it. That 
makes it easy to change bands without stopping on the side of the road. 
When I'm at one of the county hunter conventions that is the setup you see 
most of the time. There are always a couple a Oubackers, a few hamsticks, 
and a couple of the Sierra antennas that show up, but never very many.

Your brief discription does give me some ideas though. How about using a 
pot for the front panel bushing and knob shaft? Attach a brass tube to the 
back side of the pot shaft, with a nut soldered onto the other end of the 
tube. (a little tricky unless you can find a pot with a brass shaft, like 
the one I just found in the junk box) The threaded rod would then be pulled 
in and out of the tube attached to the pot shaft. To the other end of the 
rod is attached the brass tube (or ferrite slug) which goes in and out of 
the coil. Now you just need a guide rail off to the side to keep the tuning 
slug from twisting as you pull on the rod. The whole thing might get a 
little long, depending on how much travel you want.

Wayne, the K2 must be equipped with the SSB module and adjusted such that 
it is as linear as possible to reduce IMD distortion. Also, drift can be a 
problem, but if it is fairly slow, the software program can usually 
compensate for it. 


Of course, you will need an interface of some sort to get from the 
soundcard output to your mic input and your K2 speaker output to the 
soundcard mic or line input. If you can use a scope for the initial setup 
of soundcard levels it will help a great deal and avoid a bad signal due to 
overdriving.
